That  which  was  from  the  be-ginn-ing, / of 
EMMA-  TOWN  I Harvey  S.  Frye,/  have 
seen  with  my  own  eye's,/  also  heard  a-bout./ 

A Valentine  (Felty)  Yoder,/  bought  a 160 
acre's  in  the  north  west  corner  of  Clearspr- 
ing  Township./  On  the  north  side  of  that  Twp. 
ran  a creek  at  an  angle  a-cross  the  north 
end*/  He  gave  that  farm  to  his  son  John./ 

On  the  east  side  of  that  farm  40  rods  from 
the  north  property  line  that  creek  enter- 
ed that  farm./  At  the  west  side  it  was  82 
feet  from  the  property  line  to  the  creek./ 

That  very  corner  was  given  free  for  set- 
ting up  a need'y  bus-i-ness,/  So  Uriah  Stutz- 
man  built  the  Store  in  1881./  And  then  sold 
that  Store  to  Jacob  & Andrew  Hostetler  August 
1,  1881./  And  SDF  built  the  Black-smith  & 
Wood-work-ing  Shop  in  1881./  Then  bought  the 
41  X 160  rod's  off  that  farm./

Emma-Town  is  lo-ca-ted  in  La Grange  County 
Indiana,/  on  the  corner's  of  four  Township’s 
Clearspring ' s north-west  corner , / Eden ' s 
north-east  corner , / Newbury ' s south-east 
corner,/  and  Clay's  south-west  corner./ 

It  is  a very  u-nique  lo-ca-tion,/  hav-ing 
a Lake  in  Eden  Township's  north-east  corner./ 
very  like-ly  no  other  sim-i-lar  lo-ca-tion  in 
this  United  States./ 

Emma-Town  is  lo-ca-ted  6 mile's  west,/  and 
2 mile's  south  of  LaGrange,  Indiana,/  the 
County  Seat./ 
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This  Daniel  J.  Frye,/  with  his  family 
mov-ed  from  Holmes  County  Ohio./  To  LaGrange 
Ind.  5 - 3/4  mile's  west,/  and  2 - 1/2  mile's 
South./ 

They  first  lived  in  a log-house  with  9 oc- 
cu-pant's,/  soon  there-after  the  7th.  child 
was  born./  They  at  once  start-ed  to  build  a 
good  warm  home,/  think-ing  that  a clay  & 
straw  mix-ture  pour-ed  in  be-tween  the  wall 
would  be  the  an-swer./  How-ever  prov-ed  un-

Lovina  - was  born  to  the  Emanuel  Hershber- 
ger family  at  (#9)  in  (Cs)  1866,/  her  mother 
died  when  Lovina  was  15  year's  old./ 
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Lovina,  often  work-ed  for  Mr.  & Mrs.  Jonas 
(Un)  Yoder's  Sr../  While  their  child-ren  were 
still  small./ 


Lovina  Hershberger  at  the  age  of  21  be- 
came SDF's  bride./  SDF  be-ing  27  year's  old 
bought  the  sa-loon  build-ing  (that  was  vot-ed 
out)  at  (#2)  and  alter-ed  the  in-side  for 
liv-ing  quart-er ' s . / 

There  is  where  HSF  was  born  in  Jan.  1889,/ 

and  my  brother  Noah  in  July  1891./ 

Re-gard-ing  the  home  yard  fence./ 

When  HSF  was  just  past  two  year's,/  as  my 
birth-day  was  Jan.  28th./  and  the  warm  weat- 
her came  on  in  the  spring,/  it  was  hard  to 
keep  me  from  rambl-ing  a-way  from  the  front 
yard./  Than  SDF  built  a barb-ed  wire  fence 
a-round  the  front  yard,/  plus  a gate  which  I 
could  not  un-lock./  But  the  lower  strand  of 
wire  was  to  high  off  the  ground,/  I did  crawl 
un-der-neeth  how-ever  I also  tore  my  clothe ' s 
there-fore  the  fence  was  soon  re-moved./ 

Re-gard-ing  The  Whoop-ing  Gough 

By  hav-ing  be-come  a bit  older,/  HSF  asked 
mother  I want  to  go  to  Dan's  to  play  with  the 
child-ren  (of  which  there  were  two)  (Dan  was 
my  Uncle)  Mother  said  you  don't  want  to  go 
there  they  have  the  whoop-ing  cough,/  and  if 
you  go  there  you  too  will  get  the  whoop-ing,/ 
cough./ 

But  no  I want  to  go,/  fi-nal-ly  mother 
said,/  you  can  go,/  and  get  the  whoop-ing 
cough,/  and  I went./ 
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Mrs.  Mary  (the  mother)  did  not  want  me  to 
come  in  to  play  with  the  child-ren,/  say-ing 
we  have  the  whoop-ing  cough./  I HSF  said,/ 
mother  said  I could  go,/  and  get  the  whoop- 
ing cough,/  but  gave  me  noth-ing  to  bring  it 
back  in./ 

I play-ed,/  a-gain  re-turn-ed  home  but,/ 
never  caught  the  whoop-ing- cough./ 

Now  re-gard-ing  the  mea-sle's 

At  8 year's  old  mea-sles  made  their  rounds 
but  we  child-ren  were  still  im-mun-ed./  There 
was  a Public  Sale  some  where  in  the  area./ 

Several  familie's  in-quir-ed  of  mother  if  her 
child-ren  were  ex-pos-ed  to  or  had  the  mea- 
sle's,/  she  said  not  she  know's  of./ 

So  they  left  their  child-ren,/  and  they 
went  to  the  Sale./  It  was  a very  foggy  fore- 
noon,/ we  child-ren  had  a two  buggy  wheel's 
with  an  axle  fast-en  to  the  wheel's,/  that 
we  child-ren  were  push-ing  on  the  road  un- 
till I HSF  be-came  tired,/  and  sweaty./ 

I went  in  the  house,/  and  told  mother  I am 
hot,/  she  sent  me  to  lay  down  un-til.  dinner 
was  ready./  Dinner  ready  she  came  to  a-wak- 
en  me,/  and  she  found  me  hot  with  mea-sles./ 


SDF  Bought  A Piece  Of  Land 

1893  SDF  hav-ing  bought  a 41  rod  wide  by 
160  rod  long  piece  of  land  off  the  north  west 
corner  of  Clearspring  Township,/  mi-nus  the 
very  spot  of  the  Store./ 
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At  once  built  a barn  at  (#5)  east  of  his 
shop  next  to  the  creek, /to  stable  3 horse's,/ 
2 cow's  a buggy,/  plus  a hay- loft./ 

Next  The  Build-ing  Of  The  Home 

Then  SDF  bought  a horse  barn  that  held  one 
horse,/  a buggy,/  and  had  a hay- loft./  Had  it 
mov-ed  at  (#5)  east  of  the  shop*/  And  was  set 
on  stone's./ 

Next  had  a base-ment  dug,/  and  2 inch 
thick  plank  set  on  end  to  sup-port  a lean-to- 
kitch-en./  With  an  out-side  en-trance  to  the 
base-ment  the  kitch-en  built,/  the  barn  re- 
sid-ed,/  a new  floor  laid,/  two  door's  and 
window's  place-ed  on  the  1st.  & 2nd. floor Is./ 
a st air- way  up./  This  was  still  a one  room./ 


A high  leg-ed  bed  frame  with  a special 
rope  cris-cross-ed  to  sup-port  the  straw 
tick  for  a bed./ 

A trundle-bed,/  a straw  tick  sup-port-ed 
on  slat's  for  a bed,/  for  HSF  & brother  Noah 
at  night,/  and  in  the  morn-ing  the  trundle- 
bed  was  shov-ed  under  the  big  bed./ 


A hard-coal  base-burner  in  the  center  a- 
long  the  one  wall,/  next  a rock-ing  chair,/ 
and  a book-case  a-long-side  of  an-other  wall 
then  an-other  rock-ing-chair ,/  a door,/  also 
several  chair's  plus  a table  to  set  an  oil- 
lamp  on  plus  a few  book's./ 

"How  would  you  have  lik-ed  to  live 
in  a one  room-ed  home  like  that./? 
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In  the  winter  of  1902 ,/  SDF  & HSF  hitch-ed 
a team  to  a bob-sled,/  it  was  good  sled-ing 
weather./  We  drove  2 mile  west  & 1 mile  north 
then  1/4  mile  west  to  where  there  was  a stone 
rick  as  a fence  be-tween  two  field's,/  To 
secure  stone's  for  the  build-ing  of  a wall 
un-der  the  house,/  plus  an  ad-di-tion  to  be 
add-ed. 


Jan.  28th.  HSF  was  14  year's  old./  By  July 
Noah  would  be  12  year's  old./  In  the  spring 
School  hav-ing  clos-ed./  We  were  order-ed  to 
re-move  the  re-main-ing  dirt  for  a base-ment 
plus  13  feet,/  for  an  ad-di-tion  to  be  built 
onto  the  west  end  of  the  home./ 

The  house  was  rais-ed  up  high,/  and  sup- 
port-ed  by  plac-ing  two  log's  cross-wise  un- 
der the  liv-ing  room,/  and  the  other  under 
the  kitch-en,/  on  block-ing  a-way  from  the 
base-ment  to  be  dug./ 

We  re-mov-ed  the  2"  plank-ing  from  the 
for-mer  base-ment  wall./  We  length-en  the 
en-trance  to  the  base-ment  so  that  our  Charl- 
ey horse  could  read-i-ly  go  in  & out  with  a 
dump-scoop  of  dirt,/  this  I would  of-course 
have  to  dump  it./  So  this  we  did  do./ 

The  Wordinger  Brother's  laid  the  stone 
wall./  The  house  was  lower-ed,/  and  set  on 
the  wall./  The  ad-di-tion  add-ed  etc./ 

In  1919  SDF  built  an  ad-di-tion  to  the  old 
home  for  SDF  & wife  Lovina  to  live  by  them- 
selve's./  And  in  time  both  be-came  de-ceas- 
ed./  In  the  month  of  July  1983  that  home  was 
moved  to  the  Honeyville  Store./  It  is  be-ing 
re-fin-ish-ed./  And  fur-nish-ed  some-what  as 
the  o-rig-i-nal  home  was./ 
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- In  Oct.  1983  the  old  home  at  (#5)  ( Cs ) was 
re-mov-ed./  As  it  was  no  long— er  fit  to  live 
in./  It  was  a patch-ed  up  home  from  the  be- 
ginn-ing./ 


Tak-ing  Care  Of  SDF’s  Poll  Tax 

In  1903  HSF  was  14  yr's  old,/  I was  to 

take  the  team  hitch-ed  to  the  wagon  - dump 

board's./  To  work  out  SDF's  poll  tax  by 

haul-ing  gravel  from  the  pit  at  (#17) (Cs)  on 
the  east  side  of  the  Lake./  A- long  with 

other  men./ 

For  a short  stretch  south,/  and  a-round 
the  Lake  to  the  bridge  the  road-bed  was  very 
soft  - spong'y,/  every  other  year  had  to  be 
built  up  3 dump's  wide,/  at  long  last  it 
stay-ed  firm./ 


1895  SDF  hired  John  Kempp,/  a young 
Amish-man  (HSF  be-lieve's  that  he  came  from 
Kokomo,  Ind. ) want-ing  to  learn  the  black- 
smith trade./  SDF  was  in  need  for  just  such 
a man,/  SDF  let  John  stable  his  horse,/  and 
built  a lean-to-shed  on  the  north  end  of  the 
barn  in  which  he  could  store  his  buggy./ 

Fur-nish-ing  board,/  and  room./  John  soon 
start-ed  court-ing  Polly  Yoder,/  less  then  a 
mile  a-way,/  in  time  mar-ried  that  Amish,/ 
girl,/  and  she  also  lived-in  with  my  folk's./ 
Polly  be -came  my  mother's  Maid./ 


SDF  & Lovina  (my  mother)  had  high  hope's 
in  John  & Polly./  SDF  built  a home  at  (#6) 
(Cs)  a small  barn,/  and  room  for  the  buggy./ 
Fenc-ed  in  plus  a garden  spot./  And  John  to 
work  for  & with  SDF  in  black-smith-ing, / and 
wood  work-ing./ 
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In  1896  SDF  had  a top  story  built  a-bove 
the  black-smith  part  of  the  shop./  With  an 
in-side  stair-way  up,/  where-in  to  do  cabinet 
build-ing./ 


HSF's  Ex-per-i-ence  in  Chew-ing 
To-bac-co./ 

One  day  John  Kempp  hir-ed  a team,/  and  a 
hay-rack-wagon  bring-ing  home  a load  of  hay,/ 
and  HSF  went  into  the  hay  loft  to  help  throw 
the  hay  back  a- way  from  the  loft  door./  John 
did  chew  to-bac-co  on  the  sly  from  Polly./  So 
think-ing  that  by  giv-ing  me  a chew,/  and 
warn-ing  me  to  not  tell  any-one  that  he  also 
gave  to  me  a chew  of  to-bac-co  while  we  were 
un-load-ing  hay./  Hav-ing  un-load-ed  the  hay 
I start-ed  for  the  house,/  and  be-came  very 
sick,/  and  vom-it-ed./  Mother  & Polly  came 
to  my  aid,/  wonder-ing  what  came  over  me./ 

John  knew  what  might  be  the  cause,/  and  had 
to  tell  on  him-self  that  he  had  given  to  me  a 
chew  of  to-bac-co,/  ex-pect-ing  to  hide  it 
from  Polly./  That  was  HSF's  1st.  and  last  on 
chew-ing  to-bac-co./  At  the  age  of  6 year's./ 


Uncle  Dan,/  and  Corolus  Hart,/  built  that 
a-bove  men-tion-ed  two-story  home  at  (#6) 

While  they  were  ap-ply-ing  sid-ing  on  the 
north  end  of  the  house./  The  scaf-fold  for 
the  men  to  work  on  was  even  with  the  second 
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floor./  HSF  be-ing  7 year's  old  had  went  up 
stair's,/  and  out  through  the  open  window,/ 
and  out  on  the  scaf-fold,/  than  with  my  arm's 
a-round  the  corner  post  which  was  also  tied 
to  the  corner  of  the  house,/  watch-ing  the 
men  work-ing,/  the  scaf-fold  broke  down  dropp- 
ing the  men  - tool ' s to  the  ground  luck-i- 
ly  no  one  was  hurt./  And  I still  stand-ing 
on  the  corner  tie  to  the  house,/  and  my  arm's 
a-round  the  post./  They  set  up  a ladder  for 
me  to  come  down  on./  Say-ing  you  had  bet- ter 
go  on  home . / 


Nat-u-ral-ly  child-ren  can  not  choose  the- 
ir par-ent's./  The  Word  say's,/  child-ren 
are  to  o-bey  their  par-ent's./  The  law  of 
this  land  say's  that  at  the  age  of  21,/  a 
person  pass's  from  child-hood  into  man-hood./ 

Than  that  person  should  be  able  to  make 
it's  own  way  phys-i-cal-ly , / as  well  as  spir- 
it-u-al-ly./ 

HSF's  par-ent's  had  com-pa-ny  on  a Sunday 
HSF  took  several  boy's  his  age  one  mile  south 
to  see  the  Tamarack  fire  in  1899./  And  to  my 
knowl-edge  that  was  the  only  whip-ping  HSF 
ever  re-ceiv-ed./ 


SDF  & Lovina ' s hope ' s were  shat-ter-ed 

Lovina  be-ing  a close  neigh-bor ,/  spent 
many  day's  work-ing  for  the  Jonas  (Un>)  Sr 
Yoder's,/  while  their  first  child-ren  were 
grow-ing,/  they  be -came  dear  friend's./

All  was  well  un-til.  1901  the  Men-no-nite 
Church  was  be-ing  built  in  Smma-Town,/  and 
the  Au-to-mo-bile ' s be-came  more  nu-mer-ous 
thus  up-set-ing  SDF's  & Lovina's  plan’s./ 

Jonas  (Un)  Yoder  Sr.  his  wife  hav-ing 
died./  He  mar-ried  a second  wife  which  was 
will-ing  to  leave  the  old  tra-di-tion,/  and 
af-fil-i-ate  with  the  New  Men-no-nite  Church 
people./  And  each  one  of  his  child-ren,/  and 
in-law's  were  will-ing  to  also  change  over./ 

And  John  Kempp  hav-ing  fell  in  love  with 
the  Au-to-mo-bile./  and  re-pair-ing  of  such./ 

Of-course  SDF  be-ing  an  Amish-man  would 
not  dare  to  as-sist  in  the  re-»pair-ing  any 
Auto's,/  be-cause  of  the  strong  op-po-si-tion 
of  the  Amish  a-gainst  the  Auto's./  SDF  was 
not  so  strong  a-gainst  them,/  but  would  be 
cen-sur-ed  if  he  did  lay  a hand  on  them./ 


1902  the  barn  that  had  been  used  for  only 
12  year's  was  mov-ed  north-east  to  make  room 
for  a new  bank  barn  that  was  to  be  built  a- 
cross  the  creek  with  the  horse  sec-tion  on 
the  one  side,/  and  the  cow's  on  the  other 
side,/  with  the  feed-ing  alley  over  the 
creek./ 

The  foun-da-tion  was  cement  block's./  SDF 
hav-ing  bought  a cement  block  mak-ing  mach- 
ine made  his  own  block's./ 


Uriah  Stutzman  pur-chas-ed  a plot  of  grou- 
nd of  the  very  north  west  corner  of  Clear- 
spring  Township  from  Valentine  Yoder,/  and 
there-on  built  a Store  in  1881./ 

Than  sold  that  Store  to  Jacob  & Andrew 
Hostetler  Aug.  1 1881./

Simon  Dreyfuss  came  from  Chicago,/  to  Eden 
Mill's  in  1885  (That  was  be-fore  the  vil-lage 
had  to  change  it's  name./  Simon  liv-ed  in 
the  Clearspring  up-stair's  a-part-ment , / en- 
tering from  the  east-side  of  the  Store  by  an 
out  side  stair-way  4 year's./  Then  heard 
that  - that  Store  was  on  the  market  to  be 
sold./  Simon  at  once  in-form-ed  Harman  & 
Rose  Jahn's  of  Chicago,/  to  pur-chase  that 
Store./ 

Jacob  & Andrew  Hostetler,/  than  were  able 
to  sell  that  Store  to  Harman  & Rose  Jahn  in 
1897./ 


"Les-n-lauf-f a" 

Harman  & Rose  Jahn's  hav-ing  come  from 
Chicago,/  Be-ing  High-German  speak-ing  people 
did  not  fit  in  well  with  the  Rennsylvsnia 
German  speak-ing  people./ 

Every  once  in  a while  one  or  the  other 
want-ed  to  re-turn  to  Chicago  to  order  need- 
ed supplie's  for  re-sale./  They  al-ways  want- 
ed to  go  on  a Sunday  morn-ing  to  Topeka,/  to 
catch  the  8 o'clock  train./  And  they  pre-fer- 
ed  not  to  wait  long  at  the  De-pot./ 

SDF  was  al-way's  ask-ed  if  HSF  could  take 
one  or  the  other  to  Topeka  on  a cer-tain 
Sunday  morn-ing,/  which  was  gen-er-al-ly 
grant-ed./  On  this  one  par-tic-u-lar  Sunday 
HSF  drove  half-way's,/  than  Harman  check-ed 
on  his  watch  think-ing  I should  drive  faster 
he  say's,/  "Les-n-lauf-f a"  so  I did  not  drive 
so  fast,/  and  we  miss-ed  the  train  by  two 
block's./  (I  was  only  13  year's  old./) 

Harman  thought  he  could  wait  for  the  next 
train  at  12  o'clock,/  and  did  so./ 
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HSF  hav-ing  re-turn-ed  home  had  to  say,/ 
we  miss-ed  the  train,/  But  Harman  told  me  not 
to  drive  so  fast./  Say-ing  "Les-n-lauf-fa" ./ 

Harman  hav-ing  re-turn-ed  was  told  it  was 
his  fault  that  we  miss-ed  the  train./  HSF 
was  often  re-mind-ed  of  "Les-n-lauf-fa"./ 

"Les-n-lauf-fa"  in  Pennsylvania  German 

it  mean's  let  the  horse  walk  more./ 

When  HSF  was  to  take  Rose  to  the  train  she 
al-ways  took  a big  flower  bouquet  so  that  she 
could  hold  it  to  her  nose  when  ever  the  horse 
would  ex=pell  gas,/  she  would  not  have  to 
smell  it./ 


Tak-ing  the  Jahns,/  to  Topeka  on  a Sunday 
morn-ing  did  not  last  long./  For  soon  there 
were  men  sent  out  from  the  Mart  of  Chicago./ 

Those  men  were  call-ed  "Run-ner's"  with 
big  trunk1  full  of  whole-sale  sample's  to 
show  the  Retail  Dealer's  through-out  the 
country  Town's,/  and  Vil-lage's  what  is  a- 
vai-a-ble  to  be  order-ed./ 

They  would  travel  by  train,/  than  hire 
livery-men  to  haul  them,/  and  their  trunk's 
on  spring  wagon's  through-out  that  area./ 

That  also  be-came  a thing  of  the  past  for 
cat-a-log's  were  made  show-ing  with  pictures 
a-long  with  whole-sale  pricers  to  the  Retai- 
ler's to  order  from./ 

Soon  cat-a-log's  were  made  up  for  the  con 
sumer  in  the  resi-dence  area  in  order  to  by- 
pass the  Retailer  with  lower  price's./  And 
is  still  the  mode. /But  as  a general  rule  th- 
ose price's  are  in  line  with  the  Retailer./ 
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Harm  an  & Hose  Jahn  came  to  3mma-Town  in 
1897,/  and  brought  Josie  Dreyfuss,/  Rose's 
niece  a-long  she  was  than  15  year's  old./ 

In  1897  Harman  & Rose  Jahn's  they  were 
(High  German  speak-ing  people  as  was  their 
niece  Josie  Dreyfuss) 

In  1899  Harman  & Rose  Jahn  ask-ed  SDF, / 
and  his  wife  Lovina  to  take  them  three  mile's 
north  to  the  Miller  Cem-e-ter'y  on  a Sunday 
after-noon  to  look  it  over./  Lovina  & Rose 
sat  in  the  back  seat,/  SDF  - Josie  - Harman 
sat  in  the  front  seat  of  a double  buggy./ 

Hav-ing  ar-riv-ed  there./  SDF  had  to  get 
out  of  the  buggy  to  open  the  gate  that  swung 
in  - in-a-way  from  the  road./  Josie  said,/  I 
want  to  hold  the  line's./  SDF  said,/  hold 
them  tight  (that  meant  keep  the  line's  tight 
on  the  horse's  but  Josie  did  not  un-der — 
stand  it  that  way./ 

As  the  horse's  went  for-ward,/  they  start- 
ed to  trot  SDF  had  to  catch  the  near  horse 
to  keep  them  in  check./  Josie  knew  noth-ing 
a-bout  driv-ing  horses./ 

The  next  year  Josie  had  to  be  buried  in 
that  Cem-e-ter'y,/  hav-ing  died  by  ac-ci-den- 
tal-ly  hav-ing  swal-low-ed  a need-le  that 
caus-ed  her  death./ 

Josie  Dreyfuss  b,  1882./  Died  April  26, 
1900./  HSF  was  than  11  year's  old,/  and  re- 
mem-ber-ing  her  as  a corpse  with  half  dolla- 
r's be-ing  laid  on  each  eye-lid  to  keep  them 
clos-ed,/  other-wise  they  stay-ed  open./ 


Simon  Dreyfuss  was  not  Josie's  father, / 
for  he  came  to  Emma-Town  in  188S./ 
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SDF  was  a Jack-at -many-trade ' s . / SDF  was 
a very  good  black- smith./  SDF  was  a good 
cab-i-net  maker  in  wood,/  In  1895  when  HSF 
was  6 year's  old  SDF  bought  a Jew-el-ry 
desk,/  and  many  a va-ri-e-ty  of  tool's  plus 
re-pair-ing  sup-plie's  from  Menno  J.  Miller./ 

Menno  was  not  gift-ed  for  that  type  of 
service,/  so  he  sold  the  out  fit  to  SDF,/  And 
SDF  did  make  good  in  that  trade,/  sold  many 
watche's,/  and  clock's,/  Also  done  good  in 
re-pair-ing  such./ 

And  most  all  such  work  was  done  by  ker-o- 
sene  lamp  light,/  For  40  year's./ 


When  SDF  was  in  his  20 ' s and  still  with 
his  mother  one  day  he  help-ed  their  neigh- 
bor thrash  wheat,/  at  the  noon  hour  they  were 
call-ed  for  dinner  as  SDF  walked  to  the  house 
he  step-ed  on  some-thing  that  en-ter-ed  under 
his  left  big  toe./ 

After  dinner  it  hurt  so  bad  he  said  he 
could  not  help  that  after  noon,/  he  had  to  go 
home  so  he  start-ed  to  walk  on  his  heel  cat- 
er-corner  a-cross  the  field's  for  a 3/4  mile 
stretch,,  and  fi-nal-ly  crawl  on  his  hand's 
and  knee's./ 

At  times  it  would  give  hem  some  sharp 
pain./  1907  when  SDF  was  37  year's  old  he 
had  such  a sharp  pain  he  had  to  lay  in  bed 
he  felt  on  the  toe./  Say-ing  there  is  some- 
sharp  that  has  to  come  out,/  he  ask  my  mother 
to  fetch  a razor,/  and  a cer-tain  jew-el-ry 
plier,/  so  he  cut  a slit  under  the  toe,/  and 
with  the  plier  he  pull-ed  it  out,/  a small 
piece  of  blue  glass./  Self  - sur-ger'y./ 
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As  far  back  as  HSF  can  re-men-ber  SDF  had 
a den-ture  plate  with  two  in-cis-or ' s , / In 
time  they  gave  way,/  the  plate  was  still  good 
so  SDF  take's  a piece  of  brass,/  and  make's 
him-self  two  brass  teeth,/  drill's  hole's 
through  the  teeth,/  and  the  plate,/  cut's 
copper  wire  for  pin's,/  and  riv-et ' s the 
brass  teeth  onto  the  den-ture  plate./ 

They  soon  turn  black./  HSF  told  SDF 
those  teeth  are  not  healthy./  But  SDF  just 
ig-nor-ed  HSF's  say'ing,/  and  died  at  77./ 


This  was  the  SDF  Home  until  in  the  fall  of 
1983./  Than  the  "Daudy  House"  was  moved  to 
the  Honeyville  Store,/  and  the  Old  Home  torn 
down./  It  was  a patch-ed  up  a-ffair  from  the 
very  be-ginn-ing, / and  no  longer  fit  to  live 
there-in./ 
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A-bout  1896  SDF  bought  an  up-right  steam 
boiler  with  engine  at-tach-ed  on  four  wheel's 
that  was  self-pro-pel-ed  by  the  engine./  and 
a driver's  seat  in  front./  And  stand-ing  on 
a plat-form  on  the  back  for  the  fire-man./ 

SDF  drove  that  engine  on  the  road  m front 
of  the  shop,/  and  on  east  a short  dis-tance 
it  was  than  driv-en  into  the  center  sec-tion 
of  the  shop  to  be  set  onto  a cement  foun-da- 
tion,/  and  have  the  wheel's  re-mov-ed,/  the 
goose-neck  hav-mg  the  pivot-ing  ball  tor  the 
front  axle  that  held  the  plat-form  - seat- 
stear-mg  op-er-a-tion  lever's  were  re-mov- 
ed./  And  be-came  a horse  tie  post,/  cement- 
ed in  the  ground  on  the  home  yard  is  still  m 
use./ 

That  enqine  furnish-ed  power  tor  runn-igg 
shop  tool's,/  also  a big  board  planer,/  and 
later  for  fur-nish-ing  steam  for  Creamery 
That  Horace  Zook  of  Topeka  had  set  up  in  the 
back  part  of  the  shop./ 

A Gid  Miller  was  in  charge  to  op-er-ate 
the  Creamery  at  that  place  un-til  SDF  sold 
the  shop  to  John  Kempp  in  1901./ 


SDF  be-came  a head  car-pen-ter , / and  many 
a day  walk-ed  as  much  as  three,/  and  four 
mile's  for  the  build-ing  of  home's,/  rather 
than  hitch  up  a horse  to  a buggy  to  go  to 
work./ 

In  the  year  of  1901,/  labor  was  very  low 
SDF  as  a head-car-pen-ter  re-ceiv-ed  15c  per 
hour,/  and  his  help-er's  12C  with  the  noon 
meal  fur-nish-ed, / in  those  day's  that  was 
the  rule./ 
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I HSF  took  Milton  Kauffman,/  and  we  went 
to  the  Miller  Cem-e-ter'y  three  mile's  north 
of  Emma-Town  to  check  on  Josie  Dreyfuss's 
tombstone  after  the  April  11th.  1965  Tor-na- 
do  Storm./  As  we  had  heard  that  many  mark- 
er's had  been  blown  over,/  and  that  mark-er 
was  one  of  them  too./  And  we  re-plac-ed  it./ 

Twice  since  then  I have  went  there  to 
check  on  it./ 

Jessie  Kauffman  & Josie  Dreyfuss  were  good 
friend. s of  each  other  in  the  few  short 
year's  that  Josie  liv-ed  in  Emma-Town./ 


The  First  Gas  Fill-ing  Station 
In  Eden  Mill ' s ( Emma-Town ) 

The  first  Gas  fill-ing  Station  in  Emma  was 
Just  east  of  the  Clearspring  Twp  corner  Store 
for  Auto-mo-bi-le ' s to  fuel-up./  Harman  had 
made  a gal-ve-niz-ed  tank  hold-ing  a- bout  75 
gallon  of  Gas-o-line,/  and  was  hous-ed  in  a 
small  build-ing  with  a pad-lock-ed  door./ 

Just  a bit  past  the  east  corner  of  the 
Store./  The  Gas  was  meas-ur-ed  out  by  draw- 
ing from  a faucet  into  a one-gallon  fun-nel- 
ed  con-tain-er  then  pour-ed  into  the  car  tank 
which  at  that  time  was  under  the  car  driver's 
seat,/  At  that  time  there  was  no  vac-u-um- 
pump  made  to  draw  gas  from  a tank  in  the  back 
of  a car  as  it  is  now  a-day's./ 


Henry  Marchand  liv-ing  3 mile  south-east 
of  Emma-town , / came  on  a Sunday  fore-noon  to 
bring  Harman  Jahn's  to  their  home  for  a meal 
and  en-ter-tain-ment ./  Harman  did  drink  to 
much  hard  cider,/  Harman  be -came  dead  drunk. 
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In  order  to  take  Harman  back  to  Emma-Town  [ 
they  put  Harman  onto  a wagon  hav-ing  flar- 
ing side's  in  which  they  haul-ed  loose  cord- 
wood,/  and  jolt-ed  Harman  to  his  home./  j 

Un-load-ed  him  in  his  home  north  of  the 
Newbury  Twp.  Store./  Rose  was  in-form-ed  of 
Harman's  sit-u-a-tion./  But  did  not  offer  any  \ 
as-sist-ance  as  to  help-ing  Mrs.  Jahn's./ 

Rose  Jahn's  a heavy  set  fin-ick-ey  woman 
call-ed  on  SDF  to  help  clean  herdrunk-en  | 
hus-band  for  he  sure  need-ed  clean-ing./ 

Mrs.  Jahn's  stood  pranc-ing  a-round  with 
out-sttetch-ed  arm's  Say-ing./  "Vo-fenk-mar-  f 
on?"./  "Vo-fenk-mar-on?" ./  In  English  that 
would  mean  "Where  do  we  be-gin"./  But  she 
would  not  even  touch  Harman./  SDF  had  to  do 
the  clean-ing./ 


Harman  Jahn's  sold  that  Store  to  Henry 
Klemm  in  1906./  Than  the  Jahn's  moved  back  to 
Chicago./  j 

Henry  Klemm  was  also  of  High-German  de- 
scent but  talk-ed  the  English  free-ly,/  and 
was  well  lik-ed  by  the  com-mu-ni-ty./  i 

* * Elsie  (Klemm)  Pauling  was  the  old-est 
child  of  the  Henry  Klemm  family,/  Elsie  spent 
most  of  her  teen-age  year ' s as  a clerk  in  - - I 
that  Store./ 

Hav-ing  had,/  and  still  has  a very  pleas-  [ 
ing  per-son-al-i-ty./  Elsie  made  many  dear 
friend's./  After  her  mar-riage  she  moved  to 
Sterling  Colorado./  Elsie  has  quite  often 
re-turn-ed  to  Emma- Town  to  re-new  friend- 
ship./

1907  Henry  Klemm  had  built  the  liv-ing- 
quarter's  onto  the  back  end  of  the  Store. 
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In  1901  Zook  & Miller  of  the  Topeka  Cream- 
ery,/ bought  a nar-row  strip  of  land  off  the 
west  end  of  SDF's  farm,/  on  the  south  side  of 
the  creek,/  And  have  SDF  build  a New  Cream- 
ery build-ing  there  which  SDF  did  do./ 

Gid  Miller  who  was  still  in  charge  of  the 
former  site,/  was  to  con-tinue  on  with  the 
New  Creamery,/  and  did  so  for  6 year's./  Than 
Gid  Miller,/  and  his  family  was  ask-ed  to 
move  to  Bern,  Ind../  And  op-er-ate  that  Crea- 
mery at  that  place,/  and  did  so./ 

HSF  be-ing  20  year ' s old  was  asked  to  op- 
er-ate  the  Emma  Creamery,/  and  that  I was 
pleas-ed  to  do./ 

SDF  was  asked  to  op-er-ate  the  Creamery  in 
Shipshewana,/  and  bring  the  cream  to  Emma,/ 
and  HSF  was  to  de-liver  both  set ' s of  cream 
to  the  Topeka  Creamery  for  final  proc-ess- 
ing./ 

But  "Woe"  came  to  the  local  Cream-er-ie ' s 
Man-u-fac-ture ' s be-came  wise  to  the  sep-a- 
ra-ting  of  cream  from  milk./  There-fore  many 
type's  of  Sep-a-ra-tor ' s were  in-vent-ed,/ 
and  sold  right  & left  by  the  thous-and' s,/  in 
1909./  By  Nov.  1909  the  Topeka  Creamer-ie's 
had  close  shop  for  the  Farmer's  bought  Sep- 
a-ra-tor'  s,/  and  no  longer  pat-ron-iz-ed  the 
local  Cream-er-ie' s./ 

HSF  was  great-ly  dis-ap-point-ed  by  lose- 
ing  such  a de-sir-a-ble  work./  Zook  & Miller 
asked  of  me  to  come  to  Topeka,/  and  work  for 
them  there,/  but  mother  was  strong-ly  op-pos- 
ed to  that , / 
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Re-gard-ing  SDF's  mother  Elizabeth  Frye./ 


HSF  great-ly  ap-pre-ci-at-ed  the  day's 
when  I was  per-mit-ted  to  walk  2-1/4  mile 
east,/  and  1/2+  mile  south  some  after-noon,/ 
and  stay  over  night  with  grand-ma  Frye,/  and 
eat  with  her,/  dry  the  dish's  for  her,/  and 
visit  while  she  sat  in  her  rock-ing  chair,/ 
by  the  tall  father  clock,/  and  smoke  her  clay 
pipe  to  her  heart's  con-tent,/  she  smok-ed 
her  pipe  so  much  that  at  time ' s she  could  not 
find  her  pipe  for  it  was  still  in  her  mouth./ 


She  bought  her  corn-cake  to-bac-co  in  a 
clothe  bag  a-bout  the  size  of  a 5 lb. sugar 
bag./  I rather  think  that  to-bac-co  to  like- 
ly con-tain-ed  lot's  of  corn-silk,/  there- 
fore be-ing  call-ed  corn-cake  to-bac-co./ 


Crand-ma  Frye  owen-ed  a very  small  dark 
brown  mare,/  call-ed  Julie./  SDF  made  for 
her  a very  low  wheel-ed  buggy,/  so  that  she 
could  read-i-ly  get  in,/  and  out  easily./ 


Grand-ma  Frye  was  a very  a-gree-a-ble 
person,/  and  weigh-ed  only  a-bout  85  lb's,/ 
and  was  only  a-bout  4-1/2  feet  tall./ 


She  was  22  year's  old  when  she  be-came 
mar-ried,/  she  liv-ed  a mar-ried  life  for  23 
year's,/  a widow-ed  life  29  year's,/  cause  of 
her  death  was  pa-ral-y-sis./ 


HSF  was  14  year ' s 
died./ 


old  when  Grand-ma  Frye

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A-bout  1895  on  a July  4th.  Even-ing,/  SDF , 
and  several  men  help-ed  SDF  to  bring  two 
anvil's  to  the  Emma-Town  square./  And  pour- 
ing some  gun  powder  on  one  anvile,/  then  set- 
ing  the  other  anvile  on  that  powder./  And 
hav-ing  a fire  on  the  end  of  a fish-ing  pole 
touch-ed  the  powder./  And  that  was  a ring-ing 
blast,/  They  done  that  several  times,/  It 
was  to  much  for  me./  Mother  and  other  folk's 
were  sit-ting  on  the  Dreyfuss  Store  porch,/ 
but  HSF  went  in  the  Store,/  and  sat  in  under 
a count-er./  They  also  shot  off  fire  crack- 
er's./ HSF  re-mem-ber's  only  of  this  cel-e- 
bra-tion  hap-pen-ing  this  one  time./ 

(HSF  was  6 year's  old./) 


HSF  can  only  re-mem-ber  of  four  fire's  in 
Emma-Town./  The  first  one  was  the  saw-mill./ 

The  second  one  was  the  Willis  & Lizzie 
(Yoder)  Hostetler  home  at  (#  ) a 1-1/2./ 
Store 'y  with  a lean-to-kitchen,/  Lizzie  was 
bak-ing  & sing-ing  while  the  roof  of  the 
1-1/2  store 'y  was  burnn-ing  off./  Several 
men  saw  it  & run  to  notify  her,/  and  car-ried 
a few  thing's  out  of  the  house./ 

HSF  saw  the  fire,/  and  ran  fron  our  home./ 

The  third  was  the  shop  that  SDF  built./ 
And  Glenn  Eash  ran  a Farm  Im-ple-ment  bus-i- 
ness  there./ 

HSF  did  not  see  this  fire./ 

The  fourth  was  the  Sam  Miller  Store  on  a 
Sunday  fore-noon./ 
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Henry  Klemm  hav-ing  bought  the  Store,/  he 
at  once  had  an  under  ground  Gas-o-line  stor- 
age tank  plac-ed,/  and  a de-livery  pump  in- 
stall-ed  at  the  north  west  corner  of  the 
Store./ 

If  HSF 1 s memory  serve's  me  right./  Klemm 
had  the  liv-ing  quarter's  built  onto  the 
south  end  of  that  Store./ 

In  1926  Henry  Klemm  sold  that  Store  to 
Jake  Eash  of  Middlebury,/  and  his  son  Glenn 
op-er-at-ed  a farm  im-ple-ment  sale's  from 
the  Shop  that  SDF  had  built,/  until  a fire 
wiped  Glenn  out./  At  (#3)./ 


Mr.  Eash  sold  the  Store  to  Sam  W.  Miller 
in  1930./  In  Sept,  on  a Sunday  fore-noon  in 
1932  that  Store  burn-ed  down  with-out  any 
harm  to  near  by  home's,/  no  wind  at  all./ 

At  once  plan's  were  under  way  to  built  an 
other  Store  on  the  same  spot./  A brick  en- 
clos-ed  build-ing  with  liv-ing  quarter's  as 
a unit./

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Sam  W.  Miller,/  sold  the  Emma-Town  Store 
of  the  north  west  corner  of  Clearspring  Twp. 
to  a Ross  Fought./ 

Than  Ross  Fought  sold  that  Store  to  his 
daugh-ter,/  and  her  husband./ 

Than  in  1957  Howard  & Evelyn  Fought  bought 
that  Store./  Than  after  24  year's  sold  that 
Store  to  Richard  & Myrna  Gerber./  In  1981./ 

In  1881  the  first  Store  was  built  by 
Uriah  Stutzman,/  and  sold  to  Jacob  & Andrew 
Hostetler  in  August  1.  1881./ 

The  last  sale  of  that  Store  was  1981  in 

100  year's  of  time./ 

SDF  built  a black- smith, / and  wood-work- 

ing  Shop  in  1881./ 

The  Newbury  Twp.  Store  was  built  in  1882,/ 
by  Jacob  D.  Kauffman./ 

Peter  P rough  had  a home  built  on  the  north 
east  corner  of  Eden  Twp.  in  1881./ 

The  first  name  of  the  vil-lage  was  call- 
ed Eden  Mill's./ 

A bit  later  you  will  learn  the  why  of  the 

change  in  name./ 


From  the  day  I HSF  was  born  I had  blond 
curl'y  hair./  Hav-ing  went  to  School,/  one 
day  at  the  age  of  9 yr ' s the  larger  girl's 
took  me  to  the  left-hand  side  of  the  School 
which  was  the  girl's  side,/  and  sat  me  on  a 
desk,/  and  with  a comb  play-ed  with  my  hair./ 

A-long  a-bout  the  age  of  12  yr ' s my  hair 
be-gin  to  be-come  less  curl'y./ 
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HSF's  mother  Lovina,/  was  de-ter-mine  that 
I be-come  a farmer./  SDF  was  no  farmer./ 

This  small  farm  was  not  a very  de-sir-a- 
ble  lo-ca-tion  for  a 13  year  old  boy  to  learn 
farm-ing,/  es-pe-cial-ly  so  when  a boy  did 
not  care  to  work  with  horse's./ 

I was  to  start  out  with  two  horse's  hitch- 
ed on-to  a 12"  plow,/  and  two  field's  were 
each  in  two  section's,/  be-cause  the  creek 
cut  them  in  two,/  the  third  field  on  the 
south  side  of  the  creek./  But  still  had  to 
cross  three  bridge's  in  order  to  work  each 
field,/  even  a bridge  in  the  pasture  - wood's 
also  the  creek  did  not  run  straight  un-till 
it  came  south  of  the  home./  Point  No  5.  ./ 

The  creek  enter-ed  the  farm  12  feet  from 
the  south  east  corner,/  and  cut  cat -a-corner 
for  the  length  of  the  farm  to  with-in  86  feet 
at  the  north  west  corner./  I am  most  sure 
that  no  other  young  man  would  have  lik-ed  it 
either./ 

For  several  year's  HSF  had  to  farm  on  two 
dif-fer-ent  rent-ed  field's,/  Then  I was 
to  use  three  horse's  on  that  12"  plow./  And 
cul-ti-vate  corn  with  a walk-ing  cul-ti-vator 
my  brother  Noah  drive  the  horse's  while  ...  I 
walk-ed , / and  work-ed  the  gange ' s . / 

That  one  plot  of  ground  1 - 1/2  mile  east 
was  al-most  like  break-ing  up  a new  ground,/ 
and  full  of  bumble-bee's,/  turtle  egg's,/ 
and  snake  egg's./ 

"Oh  such  a life"./ 
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When  HSF's  mother  Lovina  was  still  single 
she  was  call-ed  to  be  a maid  for  the  C.  John 
Miller's,/  the  wife  hav-ing  given  birth  to  a 
child,/  which  they  nam-ed  Harvey./ 

Soon  there-after  they  mov-ed  to  the  State 
of  Kansas./  They  were  no  rel-a-tive  of 
Lovina' s./ 

Lovina  hav-ing  be-come  mar-ried  to  SDF, / 
and  their  first  child  been-ing  born  they 
nam-ed  it  Harvey./  On  Jan.  28th.  1889./ 

Not  think-ing  that  the  Miller's  who  had 
mov-ed  to  Kansas  would  want  to  send  a pres- 
ant  just  be-cause  Lovina  nam-ed  her  boy 
Harvey./ 

But  made  a dress  for  her  son  Harvey./ 
(boy's  in  those  early  day's  wore  a dress  un- 
til they  were  3 & 4 year's  old./) 

HSF  has  that  very  dress  in  my  pos-ses- 

sion./  At  this  very  date  1983./ 

At  the  age  of  94  year's./ 

I HSF  made  a walnut  frame  that  is  23"  X

dress  clamp-ed  in  be-tween  to  pre-serve  it./ 

There-fore  both  side ' s of  that  dress  can 
be  seen  with-out  touch-ing  it./  The  dress 
waist  is  but-ton-ed  up  with  6 brown  pearl 
but-ton' s./ 


Ad-di-tion  Built  To  The  (Cs)  Store 
In  1901  By  SDF./ 

Than  Harman  Jahn"s  ask-ed  SDF  to  re-move 
the  stair-way  that  was  on  the  east  side  of 
that  Store./  And  build  an  ad-di-tion  to  the 
Store  for  a hard-ware,/  and  tin-shop./ 
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This  Home  is  lo-cat-ed  in  the  very  north 
east  corner  of  Eden  Township  ( I am  very  sor- 
row of  this  white  streak./) 

Peter  & Barbara  Prough  bought  this  corner 
lot  from  a Henry  Warner  on  April  16 , 1881./ 

And  had  this  house  built  there-on./  The 
porch  was  not  en-clos-ed  in  those  day's./  And 
nat-u-ral-ly  in  the  103  year's  had  to  be  re- 
pair-ed,/  and  alter-ed./ 

I re-mem-ber  of  a day  when  a Troyer  girl 
had  a pho-tog-re-pher  take  her  picture  as  she 
sat  on  the  porch./  The  pho-tog-re-pher  sat 
his  tri-pod  north  east  of  the  porch,/  and 
had  to  cover  his  head  with  a black  cloth  to 
shut  out  the  light  back  of  him./ 

SDF  and  several  other's  also  stand-ing  on 
the  corner  of  the  (Cs)  Store  porch#/  and  SDF 
made  sport  of  the  girl,/  thus  hind-er-ing  the 
pro-tog-re-pher  to  get  the  de-sir-ed  picture 
this  was  not  a re-spect-a-ble  thing  to  do./ 

Ernest  & Pollyanna  Stutzman  are  the  present 

owner ' s ./

E D E N Township 

Eden  Township  in  the  north  east  corner  was 
a Lake./  And  that  Lake  was  call-ed  Eden  Lake 
there-fore  the  Vil-age  that  was  be-ing  es-ta- 
blish  was  call-ed  Eden  Mill's./  Also  be- 
cause the  Big  Saw  Mill  was  lo-cat-ed  in  that 
same  area./ 

Henry  Warner,/  re-ceiv-ed  a deed  4/16/. 
1881  for  5 acre's  of  land  in  the  north  east 
corner  of  Eden  Twp.  from  that  very  corner  to 
the  creek , / and  on  west  to  the  Eden  Lake 1 s 
out-let  creek./ 

Peter  Prough  came  from  the  south  east  ter- 
ri-to-ry  of  Clearspring  Twp./  Peter  & Barba- 
ra Prough  bought  a lot  off  that  north  east 
corner  from  Henry  Warner  in  1881./  And  had  a 
home  built  on  that  very  corner./ 

Peter  Prough  was  a Vet-er-an  of  some  war./ 
HSF  re-mem-ber 1 s him  wear-ing  a big  badge  at 
all  time's./  Peter  Prough  was  a bit  proud  of 
be-ing  a Vet-er-an./  He  like-ly  was  in  his 
60 *s  or  70 's./  They  were  great  lover's  for 
sour-kraut,/  in  the  fall  of  the  year,/  they 
would  pre-pare  a bar-rel  of  sour-kraut,/  and 
set  it  be- tween  the  kitchen  range,/  and  the 
wall  of  which  there  was  just  en-ough  space 
for  the  bar-rel./ 

HSF  in  his  youth-ful  day's  was  quite  often 
in  their  home,/  and  re-mem-ber ' s the  odor 
from  the  sour-kraut./ 

HSF  re-mem-ber ' s of  only  two  girl's./  and 
no  boy's  in  that  Prough  Home./  The  old-est 
mar-ried  to  Nathan  Dunithan,/  moved  on  the 
farm  less  than  1/2  mile  east  fron  the  Emma- 
Town  square./ 

The  other  was  a single  girl,/  and  her  name 
was  Emma  may-be  19  or  their  about 's./ 
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The  Mail  De-liv-er'y  To  Eden  Mill's 

The  mail  de-liv-er'y  to  Eden  Mill's  was  by 
a cir-cuit  rider  on  horse-back  from  LaGrange 
the  County  Seat,/  be-cause  the  rail-road  run 
through  that  Town./ 

And  that  mail  was  only  de-liv-er-ed  twice 
a week,/  and  was  left  at  the  Clearspring  Twp. 
Store./  HSF  just  faint-ly  re-mem-ber ' s of  it 
in  1894./  (Be-ing  only  5 year's  old./ 


About  1890  a Post  Office  was  set  up  in  the 
Newbury  Twp.  Store./  The  U.S.  Postal  Service 
order-ed  for  a new  vill-agename  that  the  name 
of  Eden  Mill's  would  not  pass./ 

As  Peter  Prough's  single  daugh-ter  was  ap- 
point-ed  as  the  Post-Mistress./  And  her  name 
be-ing  Emma,/  the  com-mu-ni-ty  sug-gest-ed  to 
call  the  Vilfage  "E  M M A"  and  that  was 
ac-cept-a-ble  even  to  this  date./  (1983). 

But  Emma  did  not  last  very  long  as  a Post- 
Mistress,/  for  she  be-came  mar-ried./ 

Emma  & her  husband  plan-ed  to  live  with 
her  par-ent's./  But  soon  Emma's  hus-band 
said  that  sour-kraut  bar-rel  will  have  to  be 
moved  out  of  the  house./  That  sour-kraut  is 
to  much  for  me./  The  re-sult  was  that  Emma  & 
her  hus-band  had  to  move  out./ 

Than  Libby  (Hostetler)  Mi shier  be-came 
Post-Mistress./  In  all  the  Emma-Town  Post- 
office  last-ed  only  8 year's./ 
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A girl  by  her  maid-en  name  Lanunyon  lived 
2 mile  north,/  and  1/4  mile  east  of  Emma-Town 
she  was  ap-point-ed  mail  car-rier  to  bring 
mail  from  Topeka  to  Emma-Town,/  also  take  it 
back  to  Topeka./  by  horse  drawn  buggy./  this 
she  done  for  8 year's./ 


HSF's  Uncle  Joe  D.  & Barbara  Frye  liv-ed 
in  Clay  Twp.  1 mile  north  & 1/4  mile  east  of 
Emma- town  for  6 yr's./  Then  mov-ed  to  the 
State  of  Kansas./  In  1893./ 

Joe  often  came  to  Emma-Town  to  wait  for 
the  mail  to  be  brought  in  from  Topeka./  And 
as  soon  as  Ms.  Lamunyon  was  in  sight,/  Joe 
would  cry-out  Ms.  "Lemon-onion"  is  now  Here./ 
That  was  the  only  way  he  could  say  "Lamunyon" 
" Lemon-onion " . / 

SDF  could  not  say  Glenn,/  he  would  al-ways 
say  Klenn./  HSF  tried  to  help  Dad  to  say  it 
with  a "G"  but  SDF  could  not  give  the  right 
twist  to  his  tongue./ 


1906  Rural  Free  De-liv-er'y  was  set  up  in 
Topeka  for  two  car-ri-er • s./  Ephriam  Hartzler 
was  as-sign-ed  to  the  north  & east  ter-ri-to- 
ty  on  No.  2 this  run  into  Emma-Town,/  then  on 
east./  I ' saac  Sutton  (I'm  not  to  sure  on 
this)./  was  as-sign-ed  the  ter-ri-to-ry  north 
& west  on  No.  1.,/  on  the  west  side  of  Eden 
Lake  & into  Emma-town  thence  north  & west./ 
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On  the  east  side  of  the  Prough  Home  was  a 
Crab- apple  tree  that  bare  good  apple's,/  and 
under  that  tree  the  Charley  & Phyllis  Miller 
child-ren  play-ed  in  the  sand'y  dirt./  Most 
of  their  summer  day's./ 

When  HSF's  mother  Lovina  saw  Nathan  Dunit- 
han's  horse's  runn-ing  a-way,/  and  turn-ed 
south  at  the  Emma-Town  square  she  was  af-fri- 
ght-ed  of  those  child-ren  be-ing  run  over./ 
but  all  was  well  with  them./ 

In  the  Clay  Twp.  article  you  will  read 

a-bout  the  run-a-way  horse's./ 

South  of  the  Prough  Home  was  a spread-out 
L shap-ed  barn,/  paint-ed  red./  Where  Charley 
Miller  kept  his  thrash-ing  e-quip-ment ./ 

Then  on  south  of  the  creek  were  3 Home ' s 
with  plent'y  of  space  be-tween  them  in  1894./ 

Eden  Lake  is  a-bout  80  rod's  south  of  the 
Emma-Town  square,/  Then  with-in  the  next  80 
rod's  were  3 more  Home's  in  1894 


The  in-let  of  the  Eden  Lake  was  great-er 
than  the  out-let  could  read-i-ly  take  care 
of./  The  north  end  of  the  lake  often  flood- 
ed the  north  area./ 

There-fore  the  out-let  had  to  be  dredg-ed 
in  1895  a dredg-ing  machine  was  built  at  the 
north  end  of  the  lake./  A number  of  pile's 
were  driven  into  the  lake  near  the  shore  to 
sup-port  the  boat  that  was  to  carry  the  dred- 
g-ing  machinery  plus  the  crane./  HSF  saw  that 
dredge  be-ing~  built./ 

HSF  re-mem-ber's  the  old  wood-en  bridge 
wast  of  Emma-Town./  And  the  tram-walk  a- 
cross  the  creek  be-fore  the  dredg-ing  mach- 
ine came  to  cross  the  road./ 
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On  west  of  the  Prough  Home  was  one  Home 
where-in  Charley  & Phyllis  Miller  family  liv- 
ed./ Twice  Phyllis  tried  to  com-mit  su-i- 
cide  while  they  liv-ed  in  Emma-Town./  But 
each  time  fail-ed  be-cause  (I  was  told)  that 
she  took  an  over  dose  of  poison./ 


From  there-on  west  was  open  space  until  a- 
bout  1898  then  Menno  J.  Yoder  set-up  a saw- 
mill,/ than  a-bout  1900  Menno  set-up  a cider 
and  cane  mill./  In  1901  & 2 HSF  help-ed 
Menno  to  op-er-ate  the  cider  mill./ 

(Menno  was  still  a single  man./) 

1901  the  Church  of  God  was  built  on  a lot 
third  west  of  the  Prough  Home./  A-bout  1911 
Adam  Miller  built  a Home  on  the  west  side  of 
that  Church./  After  their  de-cease 


A-bout  1907  the  Church  of  God  was  clos-ed 
for  a lack  of  sup-port./  Some  of  it's  mem- 
ber’s went  to  Topeka,/  other's  to  LaGrange 
& the  Slabach's  to  Elkhart./ 


Start-ed  In  1896

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This  was  the  Emma  School,/  for  the  child- 
ren of  Emma./  and  on  west  to  the  end  of  the 
2nd.  mile./ 

For  several  year's  SDF  was  choos-en 
as  School  director,/  hir-ing  the  teacher,/ 
buy-ing  the  wood,/  and  hav-ing  it  rank-ed  in 
the  wood  shed,/  keep-ing  the  School  in  re- 
pair./ Mother,/  HSF  & brother  Noah  had  to 
take  the  big  copper  kettle  & stand,/  step 
ladder's  etc.  by  the  wagon  to  the  School 
house,/  and  clean  the  School  be- fore  the 
open-ing  day  of  School,/  this  we  done  for 
several  year's./ 
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Re-gard-ing  A Blue  - Racer  Snake 
The  Follow-ing  Is  A True  Story 
Be-cause  Harvey  S.  Frye 
Ex-per-i-enc-ed  It./ 

That  School  House  is  still  stand-ing  1983 

There  was  a rail  fence  on  three  side's  of  the 
School , / and  a wood 1 s back  of  the  School  in 
the  year's  of  1896  through  1904./ 


First  I Need  To  Tell  You 

Why  They  Do  Thrash  Wheat  Out  Of  The  Barn 

A-long  the  first  of  July  farmer's  cut 
their  crop  of  wheat  with  a binder,/  which 
tie's  the  wheat  with  binder  twine  into  bund- 
le's,/ these  bundles  are  then  set  into  shocks 
of  10  or  12  bundle, s as  a shock  2 bundels 
proper-ly  broken,/  and  laid  on  top  to  shed 
most  of  the  rain./ 

These  shock's  be-come  warm  in  other  word's 
go  through  a sweet,/  after  two  week's  the 
wheat  berry  can  be  more  eas-i-ly  thrash-ed 
from  the  straw./ 

Or  it  can  then  be  haul-ed, . and  pro-per-ly 
stor-ed  in  the  barn,/  there  it  a-gain  goe's 
through  a sweet,/  than  after  3 week's  it  can 
be  thrash-ed  out  of  the  barn./  This  great-ly 
im-prove's  the  qual-i-ty  of  the  wheat  berry./ 

This  is  most  often  done  in  the  later  part 
of  August,/  or  any  time  there-after ./ 

This  story  like-ly  hap-pen-ed  in  the  month 

of  Septemer./ 
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The  last  re-cess  be-fore  the  close  of  that 
day,/  the  small-er  child-ren  play-ing  in  the 
yard  be-tween  the  School  House,/  and  the  rail 
fence./  While  the  rest  of  us  play-ed  in  the 
larg-er  yard./ 

And  a Blue  - Racer  like-ly  lay-ing  a-long 
on  the  rail  fence  (may  have  done  so  at  other 
time's)  watch-ing  the  child-ren  play./ 

The  School  bell-ring's,/  re-cess  over  all 
en-ter  the  School  room,/  and  the  door  clos-ed 
be-cause  of  the  thrash-ing  noice./ 

The  Blue  - Racer  cu-ri-ous  as  to  what  the 
child-ren  are  now  do-ing,/  could  not  en-ter 
by  the  door-way  saw  a window  lower-ed  from 
the  top  sash  a-bout  8 inch's./ 

The  Blue  - Racer  crawl-ed  up  on  the  out- 
side on  the  brick  wall,/  and  stuck  it's  head 
in  look-ing  a-round./  Some-one  spied  it 
tell-ing  the  teacher,/  the  teacher  ask-ed  two 
of  us  boy's  to  run  a-cross  the  road, /to  where 
men  were  thrash-ing  wheat  out  of  the  barn,/ 
and  ask  some  men  to  come,/  and  kill  a snake 
that  is  look-ing  in  through  an  open-ed  wind- 
ow./ Two  men  came  right  a-way./ 

The  men  took  a fence  rail,/  punch-ed  the 
snake  down,/  and  kill-ed  it./  Than  took  a 
binder  twine  tied  it ' s head  on  the  end  of  a 
fence  rail,/  took  that  rail,/  and  stuck  it  in 
the  corner  of  the  rail  fence  that  also  ran  on 
east,/  at  a 45  de-gree  angle  for  people  pass- 
ing by  could  see  what  had  been  done./ 

Cu-ri-os-i-ty  was  the  un-do-ing  of  that 

Blue  - Racer./  That  snake  was  a-bout  7 

feet  long./ 
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Newbury  Township 

A Moses  R.  Kauffman  & Mary  A.  Kauffman  his 
wife  were  joint  heir's  with  A Belle  Ailson 
of  a 72  ^ acre's  in  the  south  east  corner  of 
Newbury  Township./  A Norman  Babcock  as  guar- 
dian for  Belle  Ailson./  Re-leas-ed  the  above 
men-tion-ed  property  to  Valentine  Schrock 
the  4th,  day  of  July  1885./ 

Be-cause  of  the  death  of  Mr.  Ailson  the 
property  had  to  be  sold,/  to  clear  up  a 
joint  mortage  it  took  three  year's  be- fore 
a clear  title  could  be  given  to  Valentine 
Schrock . / 

HSF  also  has  a rec-ord  from  the  Ab-stract 
Of-fice  that  state's./  That  Valentine  (Felty) 
Schrock  & Mary  Schrock  sold  a lot  off  that 
very  south  east  corner  to  Jacob  D.  Kauffman 
Jan.  21,  1882,  / For  Kauffman  to  build  a 
Store  on  that  very  corner./ 

HSF  has  found  no  re-cord  as  to  who  built 
the  Big  Saw-Mill./ 

Valentine  (Felty)  & Mary  Schrock  sold  the 
farm  to  Rudy  Hostetler  in  March  1899./ 

By  tak-ing  the  date  of  1899,/  and  du-duct 
1885  this  then  would  say  that  Valentine  op- 
erat-ed  that  saw-mill  only  14  year's./ 

By  tak-ing  the  date  of  1899,/  de-duct  1882 
it  would  say  that  Valentine  op-erat-ed  that 
saw-mill  17  year's./ 

Valentine  Schrock  sold  the  saw-mill  to 
Charley  Miller./  In  the  third  year  of  Charl- 
ey's owner-ship  that  saw-mill  burn-ed  down 
plus  the  Dry-Kiln  in  1902./ 
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A-bout  45  rod's  west  of  that  corner  Valen- 
tine (Felty)  Schrock  built  a big  saw  mill 
build-ing./  On  the  style  of  a big  bank  barn 
stand-ing  east  & west,.  with  the  gable  end 
fac-ing  east,/  a nar-row  guage  track  runn-ing 
up  into  the  saw-ing  sec-tion  of  the  mill 
where  the  log's  were  haul-ed  up  on  a log  car- 
rier by  a winch  to  be  saw-ed  on  the  second 
floor./ 

Valentine  (Felty)  Schrock  own-ed  a pair  of 
oxen  with  which  to  move  the  saw-log's  to  the 
track  which  were  to  be  drawn  up  into  the  saw 
mill./ 

A big  steam  boiler  & engine  in  the  base- 
ment in  the  north  west  corner./  A big  belt 
pully  a-bout  6 foot  in  di-am-e-ter  to  drive 
the  big  saw,/  in  those  day's  there  were  big 
yellow  poplar  tree's  to  be  saw-ed./ 

In  the  base-ment  were  plan-er's,/  shaper's 
edger's./  HSF's  Uncle  Dan  D.  Frye,  was  a fire 
man  at  that  saw  mill  for  14  year's./  Un-til 
it  burn-ed  down  in  1902./ 

HSF's  Uncle  Dan  Frye,/  show-ed  me  where  a 
pre-vi-ous  fire-man  got  kill-ed  in  that  mill 
when  the  engine  stall-ed,/  and  stop-ped  on  a 
dead  center./ 

That  fire-man  set  his  one  foot  on  a spoke 
of  the  big  belt  pully,/  and  with  both  hand's 
on  an-other  spoke  to  turn  it  off  center,/ 
while  still  on  a full  head  of  steam./ 

Off  center  it  threw  the  man  a-bout  10  feet 
a-gainst  a big  cross  beam,/  that  left  a blood 
stain  that  many  year's  later  still  could  be 
seen  by  brush-ing  off  the  dust  with  a broom./ 
And  see  where  that  fire-man  was  kill-ed./ 

( HSF  saw  that  spot./) 
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Simon  Greyfuss  came  to  Eden  Kill's,/  Emma- 
Town  in  1885./  Hav-ing  come  from  Chicago./ 

Drey-fuss  rent-ed  the  Newbury  Twp.  Store./ 
That  Jacob  D.  Kauffman  had  built,/  and  lost 
by  a sher-iff  sale./ 

New  owner  Michael  C.  & Edith  V.  Schrock  of 
1887,/  until  1899  then  Samuel  J.  Hostetler 
be-came  the  own-er./ 

At  once  Dreyfuss  de-mand-ed  an  ad-di-tion 
to  be  built  for  a hard- ware  sect-ion  this  was 
grant-ed./ 

Simon  hir-ed  an  Amish  widow-er  by  the  name 
of  Jake  Miller./  Dan  D.  Frye  was  his  son-in- 
law./  Telephone  was  new  to  Jake  so  when  Jake 
was  to  an-swer  the  phone  he  would  say. /"Hello 
I am  Jake  Miller  of  Emma  Indiana"./  Jake 
would  al-way's  re-peat  that  phrase./ 

One  time  a Lady  from  the  country  had  done 
shop-ing  at  both  Store's./  Hav-ing  re-turn- 
ed  to  her  home  be-came  a-ware  of  hav-ing 
miss-ed  her  um-brel-le  so  she  call-ed  the 
Simon's  Store,/  and  Jake  an-swer-ed./  "Hello 
I am  Jake  Miller  of  Emma  Indiana"./  Will 
you  look  & see  if  I left  my  um-brel-la  there? 
Jake  rush-ed  to  see  if  it  might  be  there,/ 
sure  e-nough,/  he  take's  the  um-brel-la,/ 
and  hold's  it  up  to  the  speak-er./  Say-ing 
is  this  it?./ 

An  80  year  ad-vance  state-ment./ 
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Valentine  (Felty)  & Mary  Schrock  sold  that 
farm  to  Rudy  Hostetler  March  1899./  Three 
year's  later  Jonathan  (Un)  & Mary  Schlabach 
bought  that  farm  from  Rudy  in  1901./ 

Valentine  L.  Schrock  sold  2 lot's  north  of 
Store  to  Josiah  J.  Schrock  it  ap-pear's  that 
Josiah  built  the  Doctor's  Office,/  a small  - 
barn  where-in  to  shelter  the  Doctor's  horse,/ 
feed  & hay-loft,/  buggy  & sleigh./ 

And  also  built  a Home  in  1893  to  rent  it./ 

Than  Josiah  J.  Schrock  sold  the  Home  & 
Doctor's  Office  to  SDF  1899./ 

In  1900  SDF  sold  the  a-bove  propertie's  to 
Samuel  J.  Hostetler./  1900./ 

In  1907  Samuel  J.  Hostetler  sold  the  a- 
bve  prop-er-ty  to  Oscar  Howard./  Not  be-ing 
able  to  pay  it  off  left  it  go  back  to  Samuel 
J.  Hostetler./ 

In  1911  Samuel  J.  Hostetler  sold  all  three 
pro-per-ties  to  Jonathan  & Mary  Schlabach,/ 

they  then  re-moved  the  Store  & Doctor's  Offi- 
ce & moved  the  house  to  where  the  Store  had 

been  than  alter-ed  & built  to  it./ 

Ezra  J.  & Jemima  Schlabach  be-came  owner's 
of  the  a-bove  men-tion-ed  home,/  Ezra  built 
the  Serv-ice  Garage  north  of  that  home./ 


Re-gard-ing  That  Doctor's  Office 

HSF  re-mem-ber's  the  last  Doctor  that 
prac-tic-ed  at  that  office,/  a single  young 
man  that  came  to  Emma-Town  in  1900  from  Waka- 
rusa./  HSF  only  re-mem-ber's  his  Sir  name  as 
Holdeman  (not  Holderman  10  year's  a Laydy  cor 
rect-ed  me  re-gard-ing  that  name./) 
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He  board-ed  with  HSF's  folk  * s part  time./ 
At  one  noon  meal  Dr.  Holdeman  took  up  his 
slice  of  freash-ly  bak-ed  bread,/  and  snif-ed 
of  it,/  and  a-gain  snif-ed  of  it#/  And  look- 
ing at  mother  then  at  the  Maid./  Say-ing 
Katie  (Yoder)  you  kneed-ed  that  bread  with 
your  feet./  I can  smell  it./ 

(Just  jok-ing-ly . / ) 


Just  north  of  the  Dr's  Office  Harman  & 
Rose  Jahn's  rent-ed  that  Home  to  live  in  1900 
From  Josiah  J.  Schrock./  Rose  hav-ing  be- 
come to  heavy  to  walk  the  long  wind-ing  stair 
way  up  in  the  Store  to  pre-pare  meal's, /and 
for  sleep-ing./  In  1906  Harman  Jahn  sold 
the  (Cs.  Twp. ) Store,/  and  mov-ed  back  to 
Chicago  the  City  that  they  came  from./ 


On  north  a-bout  30  rod's  the  Emm a- Town 
Men-no-nite  Church  was  built  in  1901./ 

Still  fur-ther  north  were  several  Home's./ 

On  the  south  side  of  the  half  mile  (160 
rod's)  was  a Home  where  the  Gid  & Lydia 
Miller  family  liv-ed  for  quite  some 
time./

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North  east  of  the  saw-mill  next  to  the 
road  go-ing  north  was  a Dry-Kiln  to  dry  cer- 
tain type  of  lumber,/  and  for  the  dry-ing  of 
fruit  & sweet-corn  etc,/  by  any-one  of  that 
area./  That  Dry-Kiln  also  burn-ed  down  when 
the  saw-mill  burn-ed,/  by  be-ing  right  in  its 
path-way  of  the  wind  from  the  saw-mill./ 

When  that  mill  burn-ed  down  it  was  in  the 
after-noon,/  not  much  wind,/  and  in  a north- 
east-er-ly  di-rec-tion./ 


Valentine  (Felty)  Schrock's  lived  just  a 
bit  north  of  the  saw-mill,/  they  had  a dug 
water  well  with  an  ob-long, / up- right  box  af- 
fair in-side  were  two  prong-ed  wheel's,/  one 
fasten-ed  to  the  crank  on  the  out-side  of  the 
box,/  and  the  other  wheel  rid-ing  on  the 
chain  in  the  well,/  which  had  white  rub-ber 
cup's  as  a part  of  the  chain  as  the  wheel  was 
turn-ed  it  brung  up  the  water  from  the  well./ 

There  may  have  been  30  cup ' s on  the  chain 
then  on  the  down- ward  way  they  would  empty 
into  a spig-ot ./  A very  un-san-i-ta-ry  way 
to  ob-tain  drink-ing  water./ 

This  pump  was  near  by  a big  Maple  Tree  for 
cool-ness,/  a spring  house  near-by  with  a 
wood-en  trough  in-side  fill-ed  with  water  to 
cool  the  milk  - cream  etc./ 

The  Schrock's  had  a daughter,/  Adeline  who 
died  in  1897,/  age  20  year's./  HSF  well  re- 
mem-  ber's  her  as  a corpse./  I then  was  8 
year's  old./ 

The  boy  Allen  a bit  older  than  HSF  was,/ 
had  a pair  of  goat's  train-ed,/  and  harnes-ed 
to  pull  a small  wagon  when  he  lead  them,/ 
his  sister  Alta  my  age  would  set  on  the  wagon 
with  me  also  for  a ride./  And  that  was  fun./ 
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Clay  Township 

Now  we  will  take  up  Clay  Township,/  the 
south  west  cor-ner  of  that  Twp../  In  HSF's 
early  day's  there  was  an  only  old  barn  in 
that  cor-ner,/  and  no  other  build-ing's  at 
all  until  after  one  pass-ed  the  half  mile 
than  there  was  an  old  log  house,/  and  several 
small  build-ing's  plus  a small  barn./ 

HSF  ran  a-cross  a man  that  very  like-ly 
was  the  last  child  that  was  born  in  that  log 
house./  His  name  is  Levi  M.  Yoder,  born  in 
1901  age  82  year's  his  parent's  mov-ed  to  the 
State  of  Kansas  in  1905./  Levi  now  lives  one 
mile  west  & one  & one  half  mile'  south  of 
Shipshewana./  HSF  re-mem-ber ' s the  log  house. 


In  the  south  west  corner  of  Clay  Twp../ 
One  mile  east  of  Emma-Town  at  (#  ) lived 
William  (Bill)  Sr.  Galloway  & his  family./ 
(Right  a-cross  the  road  of  HSF's  mother 
Lovina  Hershberger  was  born  & rais-ed./) 

Bill  Galloway's  wife  at  time’s  lost  her 
tem-per  over  her  hus-band  Bill  Sr.,/  and 
threat-en-ed  Bill  with  a But-cher  knife,/  and 
in  order  to  not  get  hurt,/  Bill  would  run 
west  of  his  home  to  the  Wood  built  School 
House  next  to  the  cor-ner  (#  ) for  pro-tec- 
tion,/  there  Bill  would  wait  until  he  thought 
his  wife  might  have  calm-ed  down./ 

They  had  two  daugh-ter ' s Winnie  & Hattie,/ 
And  a son  William  (Bill)  Jr./ 

In  time  that  School  House  was  call-ed  the 
''Butcher  Knife  School  House"./  Pointer  School 
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In  1900  when  the  New  Brick  School  House 
was  built  right  a-cross  the  road  at  (#  ) 
it  also  car-ried  the  name  of  "But-cher  Knife 
School  House./  And  the  Pointer  School./ 

In  1965  that  School  House  was  to  be  de- 
stroy-ed./  The  Trus-tee  Richard  Cripes  of  the 
Nottawa  School  & his  wife  had  heard  a- 
bout  it./  they  at  once  sought  to  re-trieve 
what  they  could  from  the  Pointer  School  House 
build-ing./  And  they  ob-tain-ed  the  seat's,/ 
desk's,/  and  black-board's  etc../ 

Mrs.  Cripes  was  born  & rai  3-ed  in  the  com- 
mu-ni-ty  of  the  Pointer  School./ 

From  what  the  Cripes  ob-tain-ed  from  the 
Pointer  School  House  they  in  part  re-placed 
what  was  re-mov-ed  from  the  Nottawa  School 
House./ 

After  the  New  Cen-tral-ized  Nottawa  School 
House  was  built./  Some  people  of  that  com- 
mu-ni-ty  start-ed  to  re-move  the  Old  Build- 
ing./ start-ed  on  the  in-side,/  re-mov-ed  the 
seat's,/  desk's,/  black-board's./  And  gave 
them  a-way  to  people./  But  in  the  nick  of 
time  were  halt-ed./ 

But  par-lance  took  place,/  and  after  quiet 
some  time  it  went  on  record  that  the  School 
was  to  be-come  a His-tor-i-cal  School  House./ 

A Bus  load  of  Greencroft  people  & HSF 
went  there  on  a week  day,/  car-ri-ed  our 
lunch,/  and  had  dinner  plus  a pro-gram./  It 
has  in-side  toilet  room's./  With  an  ad-di- 
tion  built  to  the  School  which  was  used  as  a 
Post  Office./  Now  is  fill-ed  with  an-tique's 
in  the  main  room  is  an  Organ  that  still  do's 
play./  One  can  only  see  it  by  ap-point-ment ./ 

The  out-side  wall's  of  that  Nottawa  School 
House  was  laid  up  with  local  field  stone's,/ 
and  are  still  in  good  con-di-tion./ 
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HSF'  s mother  Lovina  was  born,/  and  rais-ed 
a-cross  the  road  from  the  Galloway's,/  And 
nat-u-ral-ly  went  to  the  Pointer  (wood-frame) 
School./  Than  when  HSF  was  old-e-nough  to  go 
to  School  she  thought  I too  should  go  to  that 
School./  I went  but  two  day's  for  I had  to 
walk  a-lone,/  I want-ed  to  go  west  to  School 
where  the  other  child-ren  of  Emma-Town  went,/ 
so  that  was  grant-ed./ 

HSF  does  not  re-mem-ber  this,/  but  has 
been  told  that  in  my  first  two  days  in  School 
at  time's  I would  say./  "0  me,/  0 my./" 

It  was  just  to  hard  for  me  to  take  it./ 


At  (#  ) Nathan  Dunithan  & family  liv-ed 

in  the  month  of  June  1905./  Was  head-ed  to 
cul-ti-va-te  corn./  He  had  a team  of  white 
horse's  hitch-ed  to  a walk-ing  cul-ti-va-tor 
right  after  the  noon  hour,/  then  walk-ed  to 
the  tool  shed  to  fetch  some  thing./ 

And  that  team  got  their  head's  to-gether 
that  they  would  run  a- way./ 

Be-ing  head-ed  to-ward's  the  road  they 
ran,/  turn-ed  right  down  to-ward's  Emma-Town 
soon  the  cul-ti-va-tor  gange ' s be-came  un- 
hook-ed,/  and  be-gin  to  bounce  up,/  and  down 
leav-ing  a trail  as  to  where  they  went./ 

(There  were  no  black-t op-ed- road' s in 
those  day's./) 

They  ran  full  speed,/  and  at  the  Town's 
square  they  turn-ed  left./  And  ran  on  south 
for  al-most  three  mile's./  At  the  Coldren 
Home  the  gate  was  open,/  there  they  enter-ed 
and  turn-ed  right  into  a double  corn  crib 
shed  that  stood  in-side  a-long  the  road-way./ 
Wait-ing  for  Nathan  to  claim  them,/  and  take 
them  back  home . / 
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In  the  spring  of  1906  Nathan  Dunithan,/ 
pre-par-ed  a cover-ed  wagon  with  which  to 
travel  into  the  State  of  Oklahoma ,/  with  his 
family  his  father  & mother  in-law  the./  Peter 
& Barbara  Trough’s./  Peter  re-fus-ed  to  go 
a-long,/  but  fi-nal-ly  he  a-greed./  That  same 
team  of  run-a-way  horse's  had  to  pull  that 
wagon  to  Oklahoma./ 

But  un-der  way  Peter  died,/  they  were 
driv-ing  a-long  side  of  a rail-road,/  there 
they  dug  a grave  a-long-side  of  the  rail- 
road right-a-way,/  They  laid  new's  paper's 
in  the  grave,/  and  laid  the  corpse  there  on,/ 
cover-ed  it  with  new's  paper,/  and  the  dirt./ 


At  (#30)  on  the  road-side  of  the  fence  was 
a farm  wagon  scale's  for  public  service./ 

After  the  Post-Office  was  in-stall-ed  in 
the  Dreyfus s Store./  The  com-mu-ni-ty  de- 
cid-ed  to  have  the  Farm-scale's  mov-ed  to  the 
north  east  corner  of  the  Dreyfuss  Store  so 
that  the  Post-Mistress  could  check  the  weigh- 
t-ing  from  in-side  of  the  Post-Office./  And 
it  was  done  so./ 


I have  come  to  a state  in  my  spir-it-u-al 
life,/  that  I feel  it  very  es-sen-tial  to 
honor  Thee  - Jesus  - - - very  tend-er-ly,/ 
ex-press-ed  in  a deep  re-ver-ence,/  a pause 
right  after  the  word  Jesus  - - - is  read  or

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This  is  the  "Daudy  House"  re-tire-ment 
Home  that  SDF  built  in  1919  in  Emma-Town./

old./  Lovina 's  father's,  dinn-ing  room  chair 
126  year's  old./  HSF  hold-ing  his  1st.  birth- 
day's dress./  Sister  Cassie  hold-ing  mother's 
bat-tery  type  candle  that  mother  used,/  set 
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I N-D  E X 

A list-ing  of  all  the  Home's  that  touch 
the  edge  of  the  bound-a-ry  of  each  sec-tion 
that  sur-round's  Emma-Town./ 

Im-agine  your-self  stand-ing  on  the  main 
square  of  Emma-Town,/  and  by  look-ing  north 
think  of  your  right  hand  side,/  and  use  it  as
